KANSAS CITY, Aug. 25.—Capt. James 


M. Foreyck, D. H. N., who had charge 
of the naval station at Key West dur 
ing the Spanish American war, was 
here today. To a Times reporter be 
spoke concerning the Sch ley -Sam peon 
controversy, and that pnpur will to- 
morrow quote him as follows: "Wliilo 
we have boon instructed >by the navy 
department not to discuss the merits of 
this case, we all know that the uavy 
looks upon it as an unfortunate affair. 
Wo believe that there was plenty of 
glory for all concerned. The fact that 
a jnnior officer was placed in command 
is responsible for the whole matter. 
Sampson wan a captain and the seven- 
teenth ranking officer of the navy. No 
one ever thought of him as a successor 
to Admiral Kicard and I don't believe 
he himself did. But he was familiar 
to Washington and they decided to 
place him in command. Of course the 
officers who outranked him didn't like 
it. It is not to be expected that they 
would. 
But Washington said Samp- 


son, and that settled it. Sohley was a 
junior officer outranking Sampson, and 
being placed directly tinder a jnnior 
commander, he naturally felt the pro- 
motion more than anybody else. The 
battle of Santiago Bay was one of the 
most brilliant in history. Regardless 
of who is responsible for its remarka- 
ble execution, there was glory enough 
for both Schley and Sampson. 
This 


controversy only serves to dim the bril- 
liancy of the victory and in to be de- 
plored. That anyone should question 
the bravery of eitLer Sampson or Schley 
is particularly unfortunate and wholly 
unjust." Capt. Porsyck will be retired 
on September 25th next. He has been 
associated with both 
Sampson 
and 


Schley during his long life in the navy.

IIn« Alnayn Been More ProgrreanH e 
Than the Eo.it t. 
Coeducation is the great Bocinl achieve- 


ment of the nineteenth century. A huo- 
dicd years aso there was 110 public provi- 
sion anywhere in the world for thu higbei 
educatiuu of women. "Why do you wunt 
to go to the academy?" Kr.id a shrewd, 
mutter of fact New England farmer, 
Francis. Stone, in 1835, to his bright, as- 
piriug daughter, Lucy. ''Your mother 
learned just enough arithmetic to count 
her eggs and chickens and figure up her 
buttei money. She has got along well 
enough. AA'hat was good enough 1'qr her 
oufbt to be good enough for you." So he 
refused to give Lucy money to go to a 
seminary, aud Lucy had to teach coun- 
try school at $1 a week, year after year, 
to pay her way at Quabog and Wilbra- 
haiu and South Hadley. "Girls cannot 
learn Greek and Hebrew and nlgebra," 
said her brother, when Lucy expressed 
her wish to go with him to college. 
So Lucy had 
to save up $70 to 


enable her to travel across the state of 
K«w York to Buffalo, and thence (as 
a deck passenger) on n Lake Erie ! 
steamer to Toledo, in order to reach the 1 
brave western college bearing the hon- 
ored name of the missionary Oberlin, 
which alone in the whole round world 
admitted women to equal educational 
opportunities. Graduating there in 1841, 
she began her divinely appointed -work 
for woman's equality in the same year, 
at the age of 29. It had cost her 12 
years of toil and privation to pain what 
the twentieth century girls enjoy with- 
out the asking. 


But the wave of sympathy and appre- 


ciation of what Fnther Shepherd, the 
founder of Oberlin in 1832, justly called 
"the misjudged and neglected sfc," sus- 
tained Miss Willard and Mary Lyon and 
Catheiine Beecher in their efforts to fit 
women to be the wives of mibsionark'S 
nnd the companions of scholarly men. 
i'he persuasive eloquence of Frances 
Wright and Ernestine L. Rose and Lu- 
Totm Mott and Abby Kelly and the sis- 
ers Grimke wou for women the puceless 
irivilege of free bpeech, nnd prepared 
he way fof Lucy Stone and Antoinette 


Brown and Paulina Davis aud Eliza- 


jeth Cady ytanton and Susan 11. An- 
hony, as they in their turn blitzed the 
path for Julia Ward Howe and Mary A 


ivermore and an army of women tec 
urers 
and 
reformers 
who 
followed. 


Svery state west of Pennsylvania, from 
Ohio to California, opened its colleges 
ind universities to women. Geneva col 
ego in 1845 \v as the first medical school 
u the world to admit a woman as a stu- 
dent, and in 1847 I had the pleasure of 
ieeiug my sister, Elizabeth Blackvvell, 
'cceive her diploma, and hear h«r pro- 
lounted by the faculty to be the leader 
n evcty depaitmeut of study of her class 
if 150 young men. But it had cobt her 
.even years' heroic efloit to get what 
lundreds of young women now obtain 
very jear without opposition. 
But conservatism dies hard. Failing 
o prevent coeducation by direct methods, 
t has resorted to compiomises. To meet 
he growing demand by women for higher 
iducation the aristocratic east, with its 
ilass distinctions nnd inherited preju- 
dices, has combated coeducation by flank 
mo\emcnts. 
Women's 
colleges 
were 


stjiblished at Vassar, Smith, Wellosley 
and Biyu Mavvr. Graduates of coeducii- 
ional colleges were employed in many 
cases as presidents, professors and in 
structors in these institutions. 


A more subtle form of compromise has 


recently been devised in order to stuve 
ff the inevitable. Western Reserve and 
Stown and Columbia and Harvard have 
practically instituted 
women's depart- 


ments under sucb titles as Barnard. Kad- 
cltffe, etc., which have been endowed by 
rich men and women. In thete, women 
jursue similar studies in separate classes 
under the professors of men's colleges. 
receiving diplomas certified by tha presi- 
dents of these colleges as indicative of 
equal proficiency. And now a new step 
,n differentiation is proposed. Physicians 
nave ceased to predict physical deteriora- 
tion of women as a result of college stud- 
ies, but certain presidents and professors 
of men's colleges now seek to ward off 
coeducation by asserting that classical 
education and the higher mathematics 
unfit women to be wives and mothers. 
A sympathetic crusade against coeduca- 
tion had gradually been initiated by east- 
ern Dame Partingtons. G. Stanley Hall, 
president of Clark university, of Wor- 
cester, Mass., has stirred western edu- 
cators by his misleading utterances at 
Chicago. 


President Hall, describing "The Ideal 


School" to his summer school at Worces- 
ter, is actually reported as sajing: 


"There are many people who never 


ought to be educated, and who would be 
better in morals if they never had been 
to school. We are coming to under- 
stand the vanity of scholarship." 


And, 
again, he proposes to segregate 


the aexes after the girls are thirteen and 
the boys eleven years of age. He says: 


"Boys can hereafter ravely do their 


best work under female teachers, because 
they feel their manhood, and the sexes 
will pretty much yart company. The 
girls need reverent exemption from com- 
petition. In soul aad body girls are 
more conservative, while boys nre more 
radical. Facts, ideas, laws, principles 
should be in their atmosphere, and they 
arc of vital importance. They have en 
tered the stage of apprenticeship to life." 


So it appears that "facts, ideas, laws, 


nnd principles", are not adapted to wo- 
men. 
What a mistake nature has made 


in putting boys and girls as brothers and 
sisters into the same families, since they 
need to part company so early I Presi- 
dent Clark's address is a surprising mix- 
ture of sense and nonsense, containing 
many admirable suggestions, but assum- 
ing that the sexes are so intellectually 
distinct that they require different edu 
cational diet at separate tables. This is 
in modern form the old assault upon the 
principle of coeducation. 
" But the Atlantic ocean will not be 
driven back by a few apostles of exclu- 
siveuess nnd class distinction. The great 
free, broad, liberal west will pay slight 
deference to these petty antagonists. 
Every year great1 state universities from 
Vermont to California will graduate 
thousands of young women with the af- 
fectionate e'stcem of their masculine 
classmates, while the more conservative 
institutions <d«4nata ttoir

to French pressure, .as was inevitable, 
and a full rupture of the relations be- 
tween the two countries has been avert- 
ed.

made to the porte by the French ein- 
bassador that he acts under instruc- 
tions from the minister of foreign af-

from their concession."

Expiration of Genry Act, 


"The labor question is the serious 


problem which is confronting the Ha« 
waiiau sugar planters at the present 
time," said Civil Service Commissioner 
A. W. Rodenberg, 
who arrived in 


Washington recently after an extended 
trip in the islands for the purpose of 
putting the civil service law into opera* 
tlon there. 


"The proper kind of labor Is scarce 


already, and future agricultural devel- 
opments will be greatly retarded unless 
some provision is made to supply this 
element in the community. The Chi- 
nese are the ideal sugar plantation 
workers. They are better workers than 
either the Japanese or Portuguese, and, 
besides, they give no trouble. They are 
quiet and always live up to their con- 
tracts. 
Since tbe islands vrere an- 


nexed, however, no more Chlaamen 
can be secured, and sugar planters are 
deeply Interested In this question. 


"I am informed that a strong effort 


will be made by Hawaiians at the next 
session of congress, when legislation 
on the Chinese question will be made 
necessary by tie expiration of tbe 
Geary act, to have a clause in the new 
law providing that Chinamen may be 
brought from China to the Hawaiian 
Islands under contract to do purely 
agricultural work for a period not to 
exceed ten years, when they will be de- 
ported. Under the terms of such a 
provision It is believed that no con- 
flict would be precipitated with organ- 
ized labor, as the law would provide 
that the Chinamen should do nothing 
but agricultural work, and this class of 
work in Hawaii white men cannot do 
on account of the climatic conditions. 


"There is also another contemplated 


solution of the question which is re- 
ceiving serious thought and investiga- 
tion at the present time, and that 18 to 
Import native Filipinos to work on 
Hawaiian sugar plantations. 
This 


Idea, I believe, bas never been made 
known here, but several large planters 
In Hawaii have Investigated the propo- 
sition sufficiently to predict that the 
Filipinos may yet solve the perplexing 
labor question of those Islands."

Labor and Public Ownership. 


The civic council of New York has 


sent a circular to 100 labor organiza- 
tions of the city, with 40,000 members, 
asking for a yea or nay vote on the fol- 
lowing propositions: 


"Tbe right of cities to determine the 


wages, hours and conditions of all city 
employees and of all employees of con- 
tractors doing work for the city. 


"Steps toward replacing the contract 


system by direct employment on city 
Work. 
• - • -. 


"Tbe elimination of revenue making 


Investments in estimating the city debt 
limit. 


"Successive steps in municipal own- 


ership and operation." 


The returns from this referendum 


Will be used as the basla for an agita- 
tion that shall have influence in a non- 
partisan way on tbe politics of the 
coming municipal campaign. 


There Is no doubt that these 40,000 


worklngmen will "resolve" their ap- 
proval of the measure, but it is a ques- 
tion what they will do when It cornea 
to action later on. 


Secretary Bliss of the civic council 


said: "We believe that if the 100 or- 
ganizations represented in tbe council, 
with their 40,000 members, are united 
upon these measures it will have great 
educational and political effect in gain- 
ing these rights for the wage earners.'*

Brooklyn'* Labor Temple. 


The labor organizations of Brooklyn 


have started to build a central meeting 
place and clubhouse for the •working- 
men of that borough. Ground was bro- 
ken July 4, Independence day, and it Is 
Intended to spend $100,000 to put the 
unions in their own building, independ- 
ent of all landlords. 


The structure will be raised on the 


site of the old Labor lyccum, destroy- 
ed by fire, near Willoughby and Myrtle 
avenues.

tbe Sex That Will Organize Xt on 
Ba*lneBB Principle*. 
The Scotsman, in a long article on do- 


mestic servants reveals the fact that the 
'servant question" is a burning one in 
Great Britain as well as here. Most 
Americans have the id?a that you must 
?o to tbe old country to find perfection 
n domestic service, but our contempo- 
rary shows that the problem is coexten- 
sive with Anglo-Saxondom. "Wherever 
two or three women are gathered to- 
;ether," says The Scotsman, "the con- 
versation turns on the shortcomings of 
the domestic servant." 


It is not so in the east. "You never 


lear any man or woman who has lived 
n the east talking with praise of the 
lome comforts of England, for. it is of 
no use concealing the fact that by con- 
:rast with the smooth domestic life of 
[ndia, the absence of household wear and 
tear and worries, British housekeeping 
appears an uncomfortable, chaotic sort 
of proceeding. 


"English women who pride themselves 


on being good housekeepers continually 
ook after and supervise their servants 
ill all the lawful responsibility of the 
maid is merged in that of the mistress. 
The good housewife's perennial cry is 
ihat she is worried to death to keep her 
servants up to the mark. A constant 
supervision seems to be the chronic bur- 
den of the British housewife. 
The 


'white lady' of the eastern bungalow 
would never dream of supervising the 
meals for dinner party or the arrange- 
ment of the table. She tells her stately 
Hindoo butler, her Cingalese appu or 
her Chinese servant that so many guests 
are coming to dinner. As a mattor of 
routine he writes out and submits to her 
approval a menu of six, eight or ten 
courses, as the case may be. She crosses 
out nny dish she does not like or adds 
those she would prefer, impresses on 
him that everything is to be very nice, 
and he does the rest without fuss or fur- 
ther trouble." 


In Prance, Germany, Holland and Bel- 


gium there is still domestic discipline, and 
domestic servants are fairly satisfactory, 
but in England and the United States 
discipline has gone to pieces. The fault 
is not altogether with the servant. We 
ourselves. The Scotsman thinks, have de- 
preciated housewifery as an adequate 
occupation fo» women. "We force our 
girls," says the writer, "into divided 
skirts and set them to hoiden about in 
hockey 
and 
cricket 
field. 
Naturally 


enough, they grow up strangers to home 
and homely ways. Their great ambition 
when marrifd is to board as paying 
guests, so as to avoid the 'bothers' of 
housekeeping. Apartment houses wheru 
'cnteritiK is done on the premises' are in- 
creasing and multiplying iu the land. 
Pensions, private hotels and boarding 
houses are becoming the order of the do 
mestic day. Trouble with servants is a 
popular cry and the perennial excuse for 
living in flats, taking table d'hote meals 
aud possessing the fifth part of a house- 
maid thrown, into the boarding and lodg- 
ing bargain." 


The remedy la to hand our domestic 


service over to the sex that will regard 
it from a business poant of view and ap- 
ply to it thu same organizing capacity 
that succeeds in runcfing railroads, steam- 
ships, express services, etc., according to 
schedule, without regard to "nerves" or 
the weather. "The 'fact of the matter," 
says our contemporary very sensibly, "is 
that men all over the world mnke much 
better domestic servants than women can 
or do. Probably the woman of the east 
would make as poor a servant as the wo- 
man of Great Britain, and for the same 
reason. Your pretty parlor maid, with 
her jaunty cap, frills and lace trimmed 
apron, takes it for granted that she will 
spend only a very few years as a disciplu 
of the duster. She intends to 'better her- 
self by marriage, and she ties her dainty 
cap strings with one eye to the parlor 
and both for the grocery man 'with pros- 
pects.'

Although the women of today are not 


to sit on borough councils—for the pres- 
ent, ut leust—in former times they have 
occupied even more important offices. 
Outurius before the time of Stuart Mi(l 
tome of the fair sex certainly possessed 
political equality with men. Gurdon for 
instance, in his "Antiquities of Parlia- 
ment" records the fact that ladies sat in 
council with tbe Saxon Witas. In Wigh- 
fried's great council at Becconceld, in the 
year G04, the abbesses sat and deliber- 
ated, and five of them signed decrees of 
that council, along with the king, bish- 
ops and nobles. King Edgar's charter 
to the Abbey of Crowland in 961 was 
signed by women. In the reigns of Henry 
III aud Edward I four abbesses were 
summoned to parliament, while in that 
of Edward III no less than ton peeresses 
reci-ivi-d writs to take their seats. 


Nor are instances of women bearing 


the olhcps of sheriffs and justices want- 
ing. Margaret, countess of Thanet, held 
the shrievalty of Westmoreland and 
Cuuilicrlaud in the seventeenth century. 
Among the Harleiun manuscripts men- 
tion is made of Margaret, countess of 
Ilichmund. mother to Henry VII, as a 
justice of the peace; also that a lady 
named Bartlett was niude Justice of the 
pence in GloucerteiBhire by Queen Mury. 
In Sussex a lady named House sat on the 
bond) ut nssizi's and sessions among the 
other justices ami was girded with a 
sword. In (Toko's "LittJutou" is another 
instance that "Anne, countess of Pein 
broke, served the office of high sheriff of 
WestmorcJaud, and at the assizes at 
Appleby sat in person, with tht judges on 
the bench."—London Chronicle.
